The St. Cuthbert's captain reported 
the vessel in no immediate danger of 
sinking. At 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
the storm abated somewhat and the 
Cymrie decided to lower a boat. It 
was manned by First Officer Stivey and 
a Crew of six stalwart sailors. 

BLISTERED BODIES. 

By brilliant seamanship the boat suc- 
ceeded in reaching the side of the 
burning vessel without mishap, the 
men boarding the lee side, aided by a 
liberal use of cl. For ten minutes 
nobody appeared. Then a heavy figure 
was lowered to the boat, then another, 
then twelve more. The horror stricken 
passengers and crew on the Cymric 
watched the boat returning with Its 
load of blackened, blistered human 
freight. 

The first two hoisted on board were 
Capt. Hawke of the St. Cuthbert and 
one of his saiiors. Both were fright- 
fully burned about the face and arms, 
and were too helpless to move. The

The officers of the St. Cuthbert had 
a terrible story to relate. At midnight 
| Saturday, smoke was seen ‘issuing 
from the ventilators. The second of- 
cer rushed to the bridge to warn the 
captain. At this instant an explosion 
blew all the forward hatches into the 
air, destroyed half the bridge, set the 
ship's upper works ablaze, while the 
poisonous fumes of fusel oll drove the 
helmsman from the wheel. Before 
quitting his post be put the wheel 
about, heading the ship into the wind. 

Capt. Hawke, who was on the bridge 


deck frightfully burned and temporar- 
lly blinded. Injured as he was he or- 
dered the junior officers to man the 
boats. The cosmopolitan crew, mad- 
dened with fear, lost their heads and 
tugged at the boats without loosening 
the braces. One boat was smashed in 
lowering and all but one or two of | 
those in it were drowned, including the 
third officer. 

The other boat was lowered success- 
fully with nine men in it. They stood 
by, however, all during the night. The 
remainder of the crew on board re- 
— their courage and for thirty-six 

ours fought the flames desperately. 
Other ships must have passed close 
during the gale, but the snow was so 
blinding they could not see or be seen, 
Nine stowaways on board were burned 
to death. Altogether from fourteen to 
eighteen lives were lost.
